The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Marzorati et al. (published 1/28/2005; work was presented at a conference 
for Green Solvents for Synthesis Meeting held in Bruchsal, Germany, 3-6 Oct, 2004) 
and Nakada et al. (US 5,910,436). Marzorati et al. disclose the transformation of 
trehalose (compound 7) to glucuronate (alpha 1-1) glucopyranoside (compound 7a) by 
laccase (Scheme 2, Table 1 (p. 31 1 ) and page 314, left column, third and fourth 
paragraphs). Nakada et al. disclose that trehalose phosphorylase from 
Thermoanaerobium sp. forms glycosyl -transferred saccharides by transferring the 
glucosyl group from beta-D-glucose-1-phorphoric acid to a saccharide acceptor such as 
D-glucose. However, the prior art does not suggest the transfer of a glucosyl group to

glucuronic acid or a salt thereof by trehalose phosphorylase obtained from 
Thermoanaerobium brockii.
